General prohibition agents ree- 
terday afternoon raided a distrib- 
ution depot for liquor traffic at 
$31 South Fourteenth street, which 


members of the raiding pary dis- | 
covered while conducing a search 
ef the saloon of Frank Dinagegio, | 


338 South Fourteenth street, ad- 


joining the depot. 

The raid on -inaggio’s saloon 
followed the purchase of a drink 
of liquor in the place by a pro- 
hibitien agent several days ago. 
When a search warrant was served 
on Dinaggio resterday by James 
Dillon, chief of the ralding squad. 
the only evidences found was a 
quantity of labels of pre-prohibI- 
tion brands of whisky. The find- 
ing of the labels caused the agents 
to conduct a thorough search of 
the premises, during which the 
cistribution depot, adjoining the 
saloon, was discovered. A second 
esearch Warrant was oDtained and 
the piace entered. 

Beer Cooling on Ice. 

In the distribution depot. occu- 
pring the first floor and-basement. 
the agents found 100 gallons ctf 
175-proof alcohol, 300 gallons of 
whisky aging in barrels, 16 hatt- 
pint bottles of whisky, 15 cases cof 
beer and quantities of coloring 
matter, botties and corks. No still 
was found and no one was in the 
place when the raiders entered, ai- 
though a quantity of beer was 
found cooling in a tub of ice. 

A Government chemist. who ac- 
companied the raiding party, de- 
clared the alcohol to be “moon- 
shine,” distilled through one of the 
numerous processes employed by 
bootleggers. ‘Ine agents expressed 
the belief that there was a pos- 
sible connection between the dis- 
tribution depot and the large dl.- 
tillery discovered at Tenth and 
Wash streete last week. A nutm- 
ber of cans found in the place 
wrapped in suger sacks, are be- 
lieved to have been used in trans- 
porting the alcohol to the depot, 
where it was “cut” ang colored and 
allowed to age in the barrels found 
in the basement. 

Third Successful Scizure. 

An tmproevised garage. close to 
the storehouse. is beleved = by 
agents to have been used to load 
automobiles and trucks with the 
liquor. The garage has a door 
opening on Spruce street and ma- 
chines could have been driven 
from the Mace after loading. Al- 
theugh the garage is immediately 
in the rear of hie saloon, Dinaiggo 
denied any knowledge of its use or 
of the storehouse pext door. He 
told the agents he purchased the 
taloon abovt a month ago and 
had failed to discover the activi- 
tles next door since taking charge. 
lie was arrested and charged with 
possession of liquer im vielation of 
the prohibitien law.

/neurologist of New York, told th® 


American Neurological Associa- 
tion, in session here, that, all things 
considered, commercial manufac- 
ture and sale of tetraethy! gaso- 


lne to the public should be pro- 


hibited. 

Dr. Dana sald in his epeech yes- 
_terday that while no clinical evi- 
dence has come to his attention to 
'show that garage or filling station 
employes or automobilists had suf- 
‘fered harmful effects from using 
and handling ethylized gasoline, 
the deadliness of tetraethy! had 
been clearly shown that its possi- 
bilities of danger were vast. 

He brought out clearly that the 
poisoning resulting from tetraethy! 
should not be confused with ordi- 
nary lead poisoning, and that the 
two had only one symptom in com- 
man-~—the injury of red blood cells. 
Dr. Dana told of having been 
called in consultation after five 
men were fatally stricken and up- 
ward of 30 others made seriously 
ill at the Standard Oil plant in, Bay - 
way, N. J., last October. These 
}employes were engaged in the man-

Dana explained, which conajsta of 
one port of tetraethyl lead to 
1000 parts gasoline. 

How Poison Enters System. 

“Tetraethy!l lead,” he told his au- 
dience, “was discovered in 1854, but 
was not used to any extent wntil 
about two years ago. It consists of 
lead and ethyl chloride and a purée 
sodium. It is extremely polsonous 
and getg into the system via the 
respiratory organs and skin. De- 
spite the extreme precautions exer, 
cised at the New Jersey plant, 40 
to 50 cases of poison developed. 
“No other poison causes quite 
this group of symptoms. It varies 
bgreatly in degree, the most seri- 
ous cases rapidly developing vio- 
lent mania similar to delirium 
tremens. When these symptoms, 
appear the patient usually dies. In 
milder cases the patient feels gen- 
eral nausea, paing In the head, 
-ehest or abdominal region and the 
upper part of the stomach as jn 
lead poisoning, however—and there 
is insomnia, thirst, dryness of the 
mouth, constipation and coarse 
tremérs of the ppper extrem!- 
, tles.”’ 

“The trouble is g peralgiumt one.” 
he continued, “one cannot wor 
or sleep sometimes for’ monthe. 
From my records it appears there 
have been 15 deaths from thix poi- 
son, all in connection } with the 
manufacture of ethy! gasoline.
